Cincinnati, <>., June 20. — Another large crowd was 
present at the Latonia track this afternoon and 
witnessed some fairly interesting racing. The con- 
stant improvement in patronage is a source of great 
satisfaction and. if it continues at the present rate, 
the attendance will not fall far short of the record 
made this spring at Louisville. Today’s speculation 
was of heavy proportion, its total exceeding that 
of any ordinary day since t lit* introduction of lnntucl 
betting at this track. Evenly balanced fields, with 
the better grade of horses as starters, probably ac- 
counts for this satisfactory state of affairs. 

King’s Daughter, always a favorite in this local- 
ity. disappointed her numerous backers in the feature 
lace and incidentally gave some appearance of sulk- 
ing when she failed to finish better than third after 
having trailed far out of contention during the first 
three-quarters. She was thought best at the weights 
and had the support of all the big operators. She 
got away from the post forwardly, but at once be- 
gan lagging and, despite jockey Koerner’s urging, 
she continued to drop back until after the half mile 
ground was reached. Then she moved up, but could 
not overhaul either I'rince&e Callaway or Kormak. 
Waldo tired badly after going three-quarters and is 
far from what he was rated to be as a three-year- 
old before his breakdown in his final trial for the 
Kentucky Derby. He pulled up soundly after today's 
running and may show improvement in future starts. 

Clay Bros, uncovered a prospective good one in the 
opener in Lady McGee, but she ran greenly and was 
beaten by Merode. She showed much speed and prob- 
ably will reverse the running with the winner at 
their next meeting. The starters in this race were 
an unruly lot and it accounted for Henrietta W. get- 
ting left at the post and Limousine Imlting on the 
first turn. Colonel Qmk furnished excitement in 
the second race by getting the better of his rider, 
MeCatie.v, while going to the post, and lie circled 
the course several times gefore he could be con- 
trolled. He was being led to the post when starter 
Cassidy dispatched the field and sent the others on 
their journey. The winner turned up in Henderson 
A Hogan’s Alamitos, which led throughout. Emily 
Lee, under Iy.ftus’ handling, showed vastly improved 
form in the third and beat the favorite. Marsand, in 
a romp. Golden Agnes, well backed, bolted on the 
stretch turn and finished last. The change in riders 
from McTaggart to Tapliu made a vast difference 
in the inconsistent Stone Street’s running, and lie 
made a show of The Hague and High Range in the 
fifth race. J. B. Respess took another purse when 
his consistent Forehead finished first in the final 
race, for which John Reardon was an intended good 
thing and made a disappointing showing. lima and 
Intrinsic dividing the minor portions of the purse.

SENATOR GITTINS EELIEVES BILLS WILL PASS 

Albanv, N. Y., June 20. — Senator Robert II. Git- 
tins heard little criticism of liis directors’ liability 
and liookiiinking definition lulls, known as the race 
track measures, and believes they will pass. 
Whether they will come up for final action this 
week is problematical, lint the chances arc they 
will not. Thus far little opposition to them lias 
developed. Senator Gittins says lie lias received 
scores of letters commending the bills and urging 
l.im to push them through. "I have every reason to 
believe my bills amending the race track betting 
laws will be passed,” he said iu commenting on the 
matter.
